The report is accompanied by a brief 
message from the President, in which he 
says: 

It appears that almost all the members 
of Company B must have been actively con- 
cerned in the shooting, either to the extent of 
being participants or to the extent of virtual- 
ly encouraging those who. were participants, 
As to Companies C and D there can be no 
question that practically every man in them 
must have had knowledge that the shooting 
was done by some of the soldiers of B

This concealment was itself a grave of- 
fense, which was greatly aggravated by 
their testifying before the Senate Commit- 
tee that they were ignorant of what they 
must have known. ¥ 

Nevertheless it is to be said in partial 
extenuation that they were probably cowed 
by threats, made by the more desperate of 
the men who had actually been engaged in 
the shooting, as to what would happen to 
any man who failed to pretect the wrong- 
doers, 

I recommend that a law be passed allow- 
ing the Seeretary of War, within a fixed 
period of time, say a year, to reinstate any 
of these soldiers whom he, after careful 
examination, finds to have been innocent, 
and whom he finds to have done all in his 
power to help bring to justice the guilty.

Just before the 
adjournment for dinner John §, Benham, 
a retired livery stableman, who lives at 
Ridgewood, was chosen as a juror, mak- 
ing five for the afternoon’s work. 
| At the night session the sixth juror 
{was found in Frederick Lee Richards, 
eashier in a broker's office in Manhat- 
tan, who lives at Far Rockaway. He 
is the only young man of the first six 
chosen, being in the thirties. He was 
the last juror to be chosen. 

Justice Crane did not lock up the six 
men, but permitted them to go to their 
homes. He expressed himself as opposed 
to the custom of keeping jurors under 
lock and key. He sald they could be 
trusted to stand upon their honor and 
they would not slander the jury system 
by allowing any influence but the evi- 
dence to sway them. He advised them 
to report to him should any one speak 
to them or in their presence of the case 
on trial. 

Adjournment was taken until 10 o'clock 
this morning.

Carnegie, Schwab, Corey, and Gary 
Will Talk Tariff.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—C. M,. Schwab 
of the Bethlehem Steel Company will ap- 
pear before the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee to-morrow to tell what he knows 
about the steel schedules in the Dingley 
act. He will be followed in the course of 


the week by Andrew Carnegie, W, E. 
Coney. and ex-Judge E. H. Gary. 

Chairman Payne refuses to. state 
whether the «steel men have been sub- 
pocnnes or are coming voluntarily, but it 
s certain the committee's power to sub- 
poena has been morally responsible for 
the large list of prominent witnesses who 
will take the stand. Mr. Carnegie was 
Summoned to appear last week, but on 
the plea of a previous engagement he was 
excused until this week by the Chairman. 

John C. Carton of Michigan appeared 
before the committee to-day to ask for a 
reduction in the duty on automobiles. His 
specific request was for a lowering of the 
tariff from 45 per cent. ad valorem, where 
it now is, to 25 per cent. 

Mr. Carton’s argument was that the re- 
duction would vastly increase the rev- 
enues of the Government. Automobiles, 
he said, were a luxury, but the lower duty 
would so increase importations that the 
Government would be the gainer. 

Both sides of the committee questioned 
the Michigan man closely as to the rea- 
sons inducing him to make his argument 
With the result that he disclosed the fact 
that he had a factory in Canada, and his 
sales in this country depended upon a 
lowering of the bars, In the mind of the 
protective side of the committee this dis- 
closure counteraeted all the arguments 
he had previously presented.

SUCCESSOR NOT NAMED 


;Wants All His Time for Municipal

R. Fulton Cutting, who has been at the 
head of the Citizens’ Union since it first 
appeared in the field, tendered his resig- 
nation as Chairman and as a member at 
!a special meeting held by the City Com-

To the Members of the City Committee of 

the Citizens’ Union: 

Gentlemen: 

It is with profound regret that I find my- 
self compelled to resign as a member of the 
City Committee and as Chairman of the 
Citizens’ Union I am one of the trustees 
ot the Bureau of Municipal Research—a 
strictly non-political institution. I believe 
this project to be of far-reaching import- 
ance, local and National, and my obliga- 
tions to it are of such a nature that I find 
it imperative to retire definitely from all 
political activity. 

In taking this action I beg to assure you 
that I am as convinced ag ever of the im- 
portance of the existence of an independent 
political organization like the Union, and I 
most heartily wish you success in the great 
work vou have before you. 

I shall continue to cherish the many 
friendships I have made during my eleven 
years’ association with the Union, and can 
only wish for my successor in the Chair- 
manship that he may enjoy the same loyalty, 
that you have always shown me.

John Carroll of Maryland and a relative 
of Royal Phelps Carroll and Charles Car- 
roll, rs. Herbert. Robbins, and other 
members of the Carroll family of that 
State. The Earl has two very pretty sis- 
ters, one a twin with his next brother and 
heir presumptive. Castle Forbes, in 
County Longford, is the family seat. 

Miss Beatrice Mills is one or the twin 
daughters of Mr. and Mrs. Ogden Mills. 
Her sister Gladys was married last De- 
cember to Henry Carnegie cave. Mrs. 
Ogden Mills herself was a twin, her sister 
| being Mrs. Cavendish Bentinck of Eng- 
jland. .They were the daughters of Mr. 
Maturin Livingston of New 
York and as young girls were much ad- 
mired abroad and obtained there the 
sobriquet.of ‘‘ Girofle Girofla.’’ The late 
Maturin Livingston was one of the grand- 
sons of Robert Livingston of the famous 
Livingston family descended from the

D. O. Mills, the grandfather of the 
future Countess, is the banker and_phi- 
lanthrepist, and is one of the wealthiest 
men in the United States. He began life 
as a banker’s clerk in a small town in 
Northern New York and went to Califor- 
nia in 1849. 

Miss Beatrice Mills is rather tal!, grace- 
ful, and of a hlonde type, and exceedingly 
English in dress and manner. She has 
had much social success abroad and in 
this country.

Kellogg, the only answer forthcoming 
was that they had discussed the anti- 
trust laws. The visit of Mr. Kellogg to 
the President-elect revived the report 
that Mr. Kellogg would become the At- 
torney General of the Taft Cabinet. Mr. 
Taft, however, would not discuss this. 

Mr. Taft's other callers included William 
|M. Collier, the present United States Min- 
ister to Spain, and Frederick W. Whit- 
ridge, who was the special envoy from 
this country to the coronation of King Al- 
fonso: Booker T, Washington, Miss Jean- 
ette L. Gilder, ex-Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Leslie M. Shaw, Representative C. N. 
Fowler of New Jersey, Stanley W. Dexter, 
a lawyer, who was a member of the class 
of ’78 at Yale, Mr..Taft’s class; State 
Chairman Timothy L. Woodruff, and Otto 
W. Bannard, a banker and Treasurer’ of 


the Republican County Committee, Mr.

American Automakers See in It 
Death Blow to Tariff- 
Reduction Plea. 


EFFECT ON SAVANNAH RACE 


Move 
of 


Popular Feeling Against Any 
Likely to Prevent Coming 
Foreigners Is Nullified. 


“Automobile racing never played as 
prominent a part in the development of 
the automobile industry as do tours and 
hill climbs, although this is a fact per- 
haps not generally recognized by the pub- 
lic,’ declared E. P. Chalfant, General 
Manager of the Association of Licensed 
Automobile Manufacturers, in reply to the 
assertion put forward by the advocates of 
a reduced tariff on automobiles that a 
maintenance of the present tariff would 
result in the gradual falling off of for- 
eign racing competition in this country, 
since there would be little inducement for 
the foreign firms to show their cars here. 

The failure of the foreign firms to send 
racing cagg here was looked upon by 
many motorists as a calamity to be avoid- 
ed at almost any cost, for it was pointed 
out that it was the ambition of American 
manufacturers not so much to win from 
one another as to triumph over one of 
the foreign racers. It would seem now, 
however, as though the foreigners them- 
selves had decided to quit racing not only 
here, but abroad as well, so that one ar- 
gument for a reduction in the present tar- 
iff on automobiles seems to have been 
robbed of its force by the very persons to 
whose interest it was to otain such a re- 
duction, 

The publication of the purported agree- 
ment, into which it is sald that several of 
the foreign manufacturers of automobiles 
who have beén prominent in racing cir- 
cles in the past have entered, not to race 
or to build racing cars next year, occa- 
sioned pleasurable comment in the ranks 
of the American manufacturers, who,were 
quick to perceive that a great popular ar- 
gument for the reduction of protection 
now afforded their industry was nulli- 
fied by the reports from abroad. 

Commenting upon the agreement yester- 
day, Mr. Chalfant declared that it had 
been received here with considerable sat- 
isfaction because of the fact that there 
has been, and is, an undoubted popular 
desire to see the foreign racing cars and 
drivers in action in tnis country. The 
interest manifested in the recent Grand 
Prize Race was proof of this statement, 

“The ability to say that a maintenance

To my mind, the last 
Vanderbilt Cup: Race, in which the only 
foreign cars entered were old models, 
and in which no really famous European 
driver held the steering wheel of a racer, 
showed that America does not need the 


presence of the foreigners to conduct a 
good and interesting race.”’

The seizure of the little Venezuelan 

coast guard ship Alexis by the Dutch 

cruiser Gelderland was an act of war. 

The Governor of Curacao, however, de- 

elares that “the capture by our war- 

ships of coast guards and war vessels 
is not to be construed an unfriendly act 
against the Venezuelans. It is merely 
a reprisal against CastTro’s Govern- 
ment, which refuses to give satisfac- 
tion for his unfriendly acts toward Hol- 
land.” The Hague Government, more- 
over, has issued an official statement 

_setting forth that the action it has 

taken is directed against the personal

ANOPHER BROWNSVILLE MESSAGE. 


The President has sent to the Senate 
a special message on the Brownsville 
affair, in which he gives a report made 
by Mr. HERBERT J. Browne, In connec- 
tioh with Capt. W. G. BaLpwin, of their 
investigation into the actual occur- 
rences on the night of the 13th to 14th 
August, 1906. The important part of 
this report is a confession made by! 
one of the soldiers of the : aersandiaggal 
Regiment to a detective employed by 
the investigators. It is quite minute 
and detailed, and, if correctly reported, 
establishes the participation of the man 
who made it in the crime charged. In- 
directly it establishes the presumption 
of participation by a number of the 
colored soldiers.

innocent. The guilty, whoever they are, 
if they were soldiers, have been pun- 
ished. In the summary action of the 
President many who obviously were 
not guilty, and some who were not 
even aware of the guilt of others, have 
received the same punishment as the 
offenders. The President desires very 
strongly that the power and authority 
to redress the wrong thus done shall 
be placed in the hands of the Secretary 
of War. This !s practically the view 
also of the Committee of the Senate. 
Apparently it is the only action that is 
now attainable, It is a reversal of the 
time-honored principle that men ac- 
cused of crime shall be assumed to be 
innocent until they are proved to be 
guilty, but the whole proceeding has 
been so contrary to the principles of 
justice from the start that this is prob- 
ably the only way in which anything 
like reparation can be made. It is to 
be borne in mind, moreover, that the 
weight of testimony now seems to be 
pretty clear that the actual offense was 
committed by negro soldiers of the 
Twenty-fifth Regiment. Their offense 
was, as the President says, heinous, 
and the collateral offense of those who 
having knowledge of it did not disclose 
it and aid in bringing the guilty to pun- 
ishment is serious.

THE BROOKLYN FERRIES. 

The sudden stopping of several Brook- 
lyn_ferries creates a hardship which is 
certain to be abated, although the man- 
ner of abatement may not be clear at 
the moment. ‘The necessity of main- 
taining taxable values and of facilitat- 
ing waterside traffic is not to be qties- 
tioned, and must be met either by pub- 
lic or private enterprise.

Since the service 
must be rendered, it should be worth 
at least what it costs. Whether under 
private or public operation, the ques- 
tion of increasing faredor passengers 
and vehicles ought to be considered.

NICHOLAS MURAVIEFF DEAD. 


Russian Diplomat and. Administrator 
Seized with Apoplexy in Rome. 


ROME, Dec, 14.~Nicholas V. Muravieff, 
the Russian Ambassador to Italy, was 
seized with an attack of apoplexy while 
walking on the Corso to-day. He was 


carried into a hotel and died shortly aft- 
erward. 


Nicholas Muravieff was appointed Am- 
bassador to Italy in February, 1905. He 
was appointed Chief Plenipotentiary for 
the negotiation of peace with Japan, but 
within a day or two after the appointment 
he resigned and was replaced by M. Witte. 
Iie was a member of the family of Mura- 


vieff, to which Russia is indebted for its | 


possession of the eastern portion of Asia. 
His brother, Count Muravieff, died sud- 
denly in 1900, when Minister of Foreign 
Affairs. 

M. Muravieff, born in 1850, was with 
his brother instrumental in the transfor- 
mation of the Russian penal system and 
in utilizing the vast resources of Siberia. 
He was in 182% appointed President of the 
Criminal Section of the Senate, the high- 
est court in Russia.

| WEAKNESS IN SMELTERS 
FEATURE 


Market Unsettled by Break in the 
Shares—Noney Market Grow- 
ing Firmer. 


Until the’ final hour of business the 
strength of yesterday's stock market was 
notable. For the first time in a fortnight 
standard railroad stocks like Great North- 
ern, New York Central, St. Paul, Reading, 
and Illinois Central seemed to feel the 
presence of a genuine investment demand, 
and, along with a number of other issues 
only a little less prominent, rose sharply, 
in some cases to the highest quotations 
of the year. Low-priced shares and the 
special stocks in which speculative activ- 
ity centred during the long period in 
which all other issues suffered neglect 
were also active, but upon a greatly di- 
minished scale. As the day wore on the 
trading continued to broaden and the en- 
tire market bore about it more evidences 
of genuineness than its predecessors for 
days past could claim. American Smelt- 
ing common stock opened under pressure 
and continued liquidation of the shares 
carried the price off steadily, but in so 
moderate a fashion as to cause only 
slight comment and no uneasiness until 
well on toward the close of the day, 
when the execution of a series of heavy 
selling orders forced wide breaks in quo- 
‘tations and at once unsettled the rest of 
the market. At the close Smelting common 
had fallen 3% points, with direct effect 
upon Amalgamated Copper, which de- 
clined over 2 points, and an equally unfav- 
orable influence upon many other stocks, 
which lost practically all their earlier ad- 
vances and closed, in addition, well under 
Saturday’s level. A drive at United States 
Steel common, timed to coincide with the 
break in American Smelting, helped ma- 
terially to depress sentiment, but outside 
of the announcement that a number of 
the chief figures in the steel trade are to 
appear before the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, having in hand the hearings on a 
revision of the tariff, there was nothing 
in the day’s news to explain or account 
for the offerings of Steel. Reports that

TO BE INDEPENDENT LINE 


This Means Abandonment of Gould 
Ocean-to-Ocean Plan—Road’s 
Condition improved. 


The financing of the Western Maryland 
in connection with the reorganization of 
that company will, in all probability, it 
“Was learned yesterday, be undertaken by 


Kuthn, Loeb & Co., who have already as- 
‘sumed a prominent part in the affairs of 
“thle Wheeling & Lake Erie, another of the 

Gould roads which went into a receiver's 
hands as a result of last year’s experi- 
ences. This fact is particularly interest- 

ing in the light of the understanding had 
sdmssome quarters in Wall Street that 
“uhn, Loeb & Co. are likely also to un- 

dertake the financing of the Wabash Rail- 
“yoad, which is believed to have a financial 
plan under consideration. 

Tris would bring the banking house of 
Kuhn, Loeb & Co. into active participa- 
‘tfon in the fimancing of the Gould system 
of ‘railroads, and would be regarded in 
iigh railroad quarters as a fortunate 
‘outcome of the share which these bank- 
ers have ‘already taken in Wheeling & 
Lake Erie affairs. 

The plans for @he reorganization of the 
Western Maryland have not yet been de- 
, termined upon, but progress is being 
made by the committees of the road's 
security holders, and it is expected that 
early in the new year a plan for the re- 
adjustment of the road’s affairs will be 
formulated. The committee, of which 
Alvin W. Krech, President of the Equi- 
‘table Trust Company is Chairman, has 
had an examination of the property made 
by. its railroad representative, and the 
result of this examination has already 
been made known to the committee, 
though the formal report has not yet 
been submitted. A member of the com- 
mittee said yesterday that the report 
showed that the road was in excellent 
conditvon. Under the receivership, he 
said, the maintenance of the property had 
been fully kept up, with the result that 
the road is in better physical condition 
now than when the receiver took hold.

“Meves, will be a relatively easy matter, 
for the reason, among others, that its 
embarrassment was caused. not by in- 
sufficient earnings, but by the maturing 
at an inopportune time of short-term 
obligations, 

The Western Maryland, it was said in

and the financing to be done for the road 
will be with a view to placing it in a 
strong position as.an independent line.

The road, it is stated, occupies 4 
peculiarly favorable — ‘as a carrier 
of soft coal,-its coal fields lying nearer to 
tidewater than those of other soft-coal- 
carrying roads.

The effect of the ruling is to exempt 
railroad officials from such investigation 
at the hands of the commission. When- 
ever complaint is made that such rail- 
road officials have entered into a con- 
Spiracy, either as individuals or through 
the medium of the companies, to effect il- 
legal combinations or restrain trade in 
any way, the case is plainly a matter for 
prosecution in a court of law. 

The sweeping powers of the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission came in for plain 
criticism in the majority. opinion. The 
act creating the commission was touched 
on, and, continuing the opinion, says: 

Before taking up the words of the stat- 
ute the enormous seope of the power as- 
serted for the commission should be em- 
phasized and dwelt upon. The legislation 
that the commission may recommend em- 
braces, according to the arguments before 
us, anything and everything that may be 
conceived to be within the power of Con- 
gress to require, if it relates to commerce 
with foreign nations or among the several 
States. 

And the result of the arguments is that 
whutever might Influence the mind of the 
commission in its recommendations Is a 
subject upon which it may summon wit- 
nesses before it and require them to dis- 
close any facts, no matter how private, no 
matter what their tendency to disgrace the 
person whose attendance has been com- 
pelled, 

If wo qualify the statement and say only 
legitimately influence the mind of the com- 
mission in the opinion of the court calle 
in aid, still it will be seen that the power, 
if it exists, 1s unparalleled in its vague 
extent, 

Its territorial sweep also should be no- 
ticed. By Paragraph 12 of the act of 1887 
the commission has authority to require 
the attendance of witnesses from any 
place in the United States, at any desig- 
nated place of hearing.’’ 

No such unlimited command over the 
liberty of all citizens ever was given, so 
far as we know, in constitutional times to 
any commission or court. 

In a dissenting opinion, which was con- 
curred in by Justices Harlan and Mce- 
Kenna, Justice Day declared that the ef- 
fect of the opinion of the majority of the 
court would be materially to narrow the 
scope of the inter-State commerce law.

Indications That the Valorization Issue

The New York issue of the $75,000,000 
Brazilian valorization loan will be for- 
mally made torday in the public offering 
of $10,000,000 cf the bonds, the rest of the 
issue being offered simultaneously in 
London and on the Continent.

Mrs. Sullivan Stricken with Apoplexy 
on Her First Visit to New York. 


Although Mrs, Timothy J. Sullivan, 
whose husband is a foreman in the City 
Water, Gas and Electricity Department, 
has lived itn Brooklyn all her life, she 
never visited Manhattan until yesterday.
